The classes are indicated by letters of the alphabet, and 

the books in each class are consecutively numbered. The shelves 

., bear class-labels beneath the first book of each class, and the books 

, are placed on the shelves in numerical order from left to right. 

If a book on the subject of Strategy, for instance, is wanted, the 

t^ general class, ^^War and Military Science,^* is found in the list to be 

' indicated by the letter **W/' beneath which is the subdivision, 

<^ ^^Strategy, Tactics, Art of War. — Ws.'^ The location of the general 

class is shown by the stack-label, and the subdivision is shown by 

the shelf-label, following which will be found all the books which the 

^library contains which treat mainly of that subject.

The Card Catalogue. 



The (•hronological and numerical reroid of the books in the 
library is the Accession Book, wlji(*h coutaius, in tabulated form, a 
record of accessions, showing the a(*cession number, the class, the 
<*all number, the names of author, book, place of publication, and 
publisher, the date of publication, the number of pages, the kind of 
l)indiug, the source of receipt, the cost, and any further remarks 
ne(*es8ary or desirable. It is in no sense an index. 

The Card Catalogue is a complete index to the library, and by its 
use any book on the shelves can be quickly and easily located. 

The cards are in four classes and of distinguishing colors : 

Title : Buff 

Author Blue. 

Class White. 

Cross-reference Salmon. 

Each card (with the exception of a few cross- refereuce cards) 
bears the accession number and the (*]ass aud call /lumber of the book 
to which it relates. 

THE TITLE CARD (buff) bears the name of the book, followed 
by the names of its author, place of publication, aud publisher, the 
date of publication, the number of pages, the kind of binding, and the 
cost. These cards form an alphabetically armnged catalogue of the 
titles of all the books in the library, with all other desirable available 
information relating to each. 
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When used as the first words of the titles of books, "The," "A," and 
"An," are ignored in the title section of the card catalogue. In the accession 
book and on the other classes of cards they are included. 

THE AUTHOR i'AUD <bluo) bears the name of the author, 
followed by the name of the book. These cards form an alphabetical 
list of the authors of all the books. 

THE CLASS i'ARD < white) bears the name of the class to which 
the book belongs, followed by the name of the book and its author. 
These cards are arranged in class-aud-call-number order, and form a 
classified catalogue of the library. 

THE CROSS- UEFERP]N('E CARD (salmon) is used to amplify 
the index wherein it may not ])e made sufficient by the other three 
classes of cards. To illustrate: A book may bear the title, ^*Life 
of Captain Kidd,'' and be written by Julius Rolph. The title card is 
under '^L^' (Jiife) ; the author card is under *^R'^ (Rolph); the 
class card is under *'Ek*' (Individual Biography), in numeral order; 
and a cross-reference card, reading ^^Kidd, Captain: Adventures of,'^ 
is under **K/^ The library uiav contain a book treating mainly of 
the civil war in America, but incidentally of the Spanish- American 
war. This book would be classed among the civil war histories, and 
its subject c^rd would be placed under ^^Fwm'' (History, Civil War), 
in its numeral order. A cross-reference card would be found under 
^^S,'' for Spanish- American War. 

HOW TO USE THE CARD CATALOGUE. 

Knowing the name of a book : consult the title (buff) cards. 

Knowing the name of the author of a book : consult the author 
(blue) cards, and undfer his name will be found the names of all the 
books written by him, which the library contains. 
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Desiring literature relating to a certain subject : consult the class 
(white) cards and locate the subject by its class-letters as given in 
this list, under which will be found cards for all the books in the 
library on that subject, except those which treat of it incidentally only, 
for which consult the cross-reference cards. 

Having a rough idea of the name of a book, but not recalling the 
exact wording of its title, and being unable to find it among the title 
cards : consult the cross-reference (salmon) cards ; or, after exhausting 
the class (white) cards for any subject, and desiring further 
information : consult the cross-reference (salmon) cards. 

IIjLUSTRATION . 

There is a book in the library called ^* History of the Fall of Fort 
Sumter/' by S. W. Crawford. We know the title of the book, 
and so find its title card under *^H'' (History). Or, we know it is a 
book about Fort Sumter, but do not know the exact wording of its 
title, and, being unable to find it under **F'' among the title cards, we 
consult the cross-reference cards and find one reading **Kort Sumter, 
History of the Fall of , Crawford, S. W,'' or one reading **Sumter, 
Fort, History of the Fall of, Crawford, S. W.'' Or, we know it 
is a book written by S W. Crawford, but know neither its title 
nor subject, so we consult the author cards and under **C find one 
reading *^ Crawford, S. W.— History of the Fall of Fort Sumter." 
Or, we may consult the class cards and find ^*History, Civil War,'' 
and under this heading find the name of this book. 

All of these cards bear the class and call number, **Fwm-52." The 
book-stack labeled **F'' is located; then we find the shelf- label 
** Fwm,'' and the fifty-second book to the right of this label is the one 
sought.
